Maj, Gen, Harry P, Storke, 51, is a 
native of Baltimore, and was graduated 
from the U. S, Military Academy at West 
Point, N, Y, in 1926, 


His first Army assignments were with 
the 2d and 16th Field Artillery Regiments 
at Fort Bragg, N, C, He then entered the 
Field Artillery School at Ft, Sill, Okla,, 
from which he graduated in 1931. 


In 1934, he became assistant professor 
of military science and tactics at Iowa 
State College in Ames, In 1938, he was 
assigned to the 17th Field Artillery Regi- 
ment at Bragg and a year later became 
an instructor in the English departments 
at West Point. 


After the start of World War II, Gen, 
Storke reported overseas to the II Corps, 
with which he served in Sicily and Italy 
as artillery commander, Later he was 
named deputy chief of staff of the II 
Corps in Italy, and then Chief of Staff 
of the Vienna, Austria Area Command, 
Finally he was named deputy Vienna 
Area commander for military government, 


Gen, Storke became artillery officer of 
the First Army at Governors Island, N, Y., 
in 1946, and deputy chief of staff for 
operations of the First Army in 1947. 


He entered the National War College 
in 1947, graduating in 1948, Then he be- 
came assistant to the director of the Joint 
Staff, Office of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
In 1949, he was named a member of the 
staff of the Standing Group of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, and in 1950 
executive of the U, S, Deputy Representa- 
tive of the NATO standing group. 


In 1951, Gen, Storke was appointed 
commander of the III Corps Artillery at 
Ft, Lewis, Wash., and soon thereafter was 
given the additional duty of deputy camp 
commander and chief of staff at Camp 
Desert Rock, Nev., test site of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 


In 1952, the general was designated 
director of the spring exercises (Desert 
Rock IV) and commander of Camp De- 
sert Rock, He left this assignment after 
the eighth atomic explosion at the Nevada 
test site, and went to the new station of 
the III Corps Artillery at Ft, MacArthur, 
California, 


After a short appointment as acting 
commander of the III Corps he returned 
to Europe to become deputy joint chief of 
staff for operations of the newly formed 
U, S, European Command until being 
named commander of the Ist Division 
Artillery, 


Gen, Storke became assistant chief of 
staff for logistics at Headquarters, U, S. 
Army Europe, in 1954, and served in that 
capacity until becoming commander of the 
9th Infantry Division, 


Among his awards and decorations are 
_ Legion of Merit, Bronze Star medal and 
Army commendation ribbon,

History of the 9th Division- - 
"The Old Reliables" 


Morocco ... Tunisia .. Sicily .. Normandy .. St. Lo .. Rhur Pocket 


To the soldiers of the 9th Infantry Division these names are as real as 
the steel-grey of the guns they shoulder. For these names comprise the for- 


midable record of the 9th — the Old Reliable, 


The men in this division may not have fought these battles, but you can 
be sure they know the story of troops which battered and hammered their 
way across the sands of Africa, the hills of Sicily and into the hordes of 


enemy defenders on the European continent during World War II. 


In July, 1956 the 9th Division celebrated its 38th anniversary as a “combat- 
ready combat-proven team”. Its history stretches back to July 1918 at 
Camp Sheridan, Ala,, when present units of the 9th saw action during World 


War I campaigns. 


The 39th Infantry, the Falcons, saw action on the battlefields of France 
as they joined in the Aisne-Marne offensive which proved to be the turning 


point of WWI and eventually cleared the way for Allied victory. 


The whole division was reactivated on August 1, 1940, and began training 


for its World War II role at Ft. Bragg, N. C. 


Elements of the 9th began leaving for the North African Theater of 


Operation in late 1942. 


Major combat achievements include spearheading the invasion of North 
Africa and Sicily, cutting off the Cotentin Peninsula in France and reducing 


the Ruhr Pocket. 


The Division was the first across the Rhine. 


The Old Reliables first went into action on November 8, 1942, when the 
39th Regimental Combat Team landed at Algiers, the 47th Team hit the 
beach at Safi, Morocco and the 60th smashed into the beach at Port Lyautey, 


Morrocco. 


While the 60th was fighting at Maknassy, Tunisia, the remainder of the 
Division moved to El Guettar, attacking the enemy on the Gafsa-Gabes axis 


in order to relieve pressure on British forces to the south. 


In following weeks, the Division continued its steady drive toward Bizerte, 


On May 7, 1943, its troops rolled through the city to mop up final resistance 


in Tunisia. 


Next came Sicily, where, on August 9, it went into action at Troina. Three 


days later, one element had reached Floresta and another had occupied 


Badazzo, keypoint of the enemy’s last defense before Messina. The Division 
remained in position until August 20, when it was officially announced that 


the enemy had been defeated in Sicily. 


Leaving the island in November of 1943, the 9th went to England to train 


for the invasion of France, landing in Normandy on D-Day, June 6. 


The 39th saw action first, capturing Quinneville. Following that the Divi- 
sion drove across the Dueve River, reaching the east coast near St. Lo, 


D’Ourville and Barneville on June 17. 


Through the 9th’s efforts, the Cotentin Peninsula had been cut off. Next 
the Division turned north toward Cherbourg, seizing Octeville and capturing 


the senior army and navy commander of the Cherbourg area. 


By July 1, the Division had cleaned up the Cap de la Hague, Later that 
month, it spearheaded the St. Lo breakthrough and joined the chase which 


closed the Falaise Gap. 


Swinging eastward, the 9th moved across the Seine at Meluen to Chateau- 
_ Thierry and, on September 2, 1944, laid claim to being the first allied unit 


to begin the liberation of Belgium when a unit entered Momignies. 


On September 5, the Old Reliables crossed the Meuse River and entered 
Germany south of Toetgen. The months of October and November were 


spent battling through Saarlautern and hammering the German forces. 


A hard battle was fought near Aachen before the winter offensive on 
-Monschau Forest. After relieving the 99th Division, the 9th beat back the 


enemy’s major effor in that sector. 


March 1945 found the Old Reliables helping the Ist Division mopping up 
resistance in Bonn. Later that month the 9th was one of the first divisions 


in the Remagen bridgehead area—crossing the Wied River near Hopper. 


The next month it surged forward again, cutting the Cologne-Frankfurt 
autobahn at several points and taking the walled city of Zulpich. In per- 


haps its greatest test of driving power, the 9th successfully reduced the 


Ruhr Pocket, 


The 9th moved into the line and thwarted a major Germany attempt to 


break through the pocket which had bottled up thousands of enemy troops. 


The Division worked constantly on shrinking the Ruhr Pocket in the 
closing days of the war, freeing 900 slave laborers from five countries with 
the capture of Sinu on the Dill River. The 9th was assigned to Ingolstadt, 


Germany, at war’s end. 


Among the awards and decorations awarded to individual soldiers were: 
five Congressional Medals of Honor, 66 Distinguished Service Crosses, one 
Legion of Merit; one Distinguished Flying Cross; 1855 Silver Stars; 2455 
Bronze Stars for heroism; 3570 Bronze stars for meritorious service and 126 


Air Medals. 


Duing the course of the campaigns of World War II, the 9th Infantry 
Division suffered 4581 personnel killed in action, 16,961 wounded in action 
and 750 missing in action. During the war, the 9th captured approximately 


130,000 prisoners. 


Distinguished unit citations were awarded the Ist Battalion of the 39th 
for action on June 28, 1944, near St. Jacques de Nehou; the 2nd Batttalion 
of the 39th for action July 11 and 12 at Le Desert, France; the 2nd Batta- 
lion of the 47th for action June 21 to 26, 1944, at Cherbourg, France, and the 
3rd Battalion of the 47th for action during its drive on Cherbourg and the 


Hague Peninsula from June 21 to 26, 1944. 


The 9th Division Today 
The Mission - Training 


The 9th Infantry Division’s basic combat training mission is 
manifold. It required the undivided attention and cooperation 
from the trainee as well as an unprecedented attention to duty by 
the cadre instructors. 


The primary objective of the training program is to develop a 
superior trainee-graduate, well grounded in all phases of the in- 
struction received, and well prepared for efficient and honorable 
service as a soldier. 


The basic combat training program is highly concentrated and 
carefully developed to train a skilled soldier in the Atomic Age. 
The course of instruction covers 36 major subjects - from map 
reading to machine gun firing - all are important to the modern 
fighting man. 

The training is divided into eight 44-hour segments for a total 
of 372 combat training hours. In addition, each trainee receives 
a 20-hour period of instruction and orientation prior to commenc- 
ing the combat training. 


Major emphasis is on complete mastery of the M-1 rifle, basic 
weapon of the infantry soldier. A total of 86 hours of instruction 
and training - including the entire third week - is devoted exclusive- 
ly to the M-1 rifle. 


Thirty-nine hours are spent on physical conditioning and dis- 
mounted drill. Squad tactical training is taught for 16 hours. Six- 
teen hours are spent in familiarization and firing of the light 
machine gun. 


During the seventh week the trainees are taken into the 
field for a bivouac. While in bivouac, instruction ,is given in 
technique of fire, squad tactical training, firing of the rocket 
launcher, and running of the close combat indoctrination course. 


Among the other subjects occupying the busy trainees during the 
two month training cycle are carbine firing, night firing and 
night vision, bayonet drill, guard duty, first aid, camouflage and 
concealment, battle indoctrination, map reading and use of the 
compass, signal communications, inspections, code of conduct and 
military justice, to name but a few. 


Three tests are given during the cycle to evaluate the ef- 
fectiveness of the training and the progress made by individual 
trainees. Included are two hour physical training tests and a 


final proficiency test in general subjects and weapons firing. The 
firing of required courses with individual and crew-served weapons, 
in effect, constitute practical tests. 

All instruction at Fort Carson is conducted by carefully selected 
and well-qualified instructors. For the most part. these men are 
combat veterans of the Korean War. many of them saw action in 


World War II. 


The training system stresses that personal contact between the 
instructors and the trainee will foster a better understanding of 
the mutual problems of each. Often during the evening hours, the 
squad leader can be found in informal “bull sessions” with mem- 
bers of his squad. 


Company commanders and platoon leaders are available to answer 
the trainees questions and to give guidance on any problem he 
may be confronted with. 


Since all instruction is conducted by the cadre, they must be 
well-grounded in all phases of military instruction. They know that 
if their men have the right equipment and assimilate the instruc- 
tion, they would, if necessary, be able to take their unit into combat. 
They are given responsibility and authority commensurate with 
their position and thus develop leadership and command ability. 


A most important objective of the training program is the devel- 
opment of esprit de corps and team spirit. The program is de- 
signed to produce in the trainee a sense of identification with his 
unit; a sense of belonging. This is accomplished by keeping the 
unit together during the entire training period. Competition be- 
tween units is encouraged and the trainee is taught pride in self 
and unit. 


Everyone from the Commanding General to the individual squad 
leader is dedicated to the task of seeing that the individual trainee 
receives the best of instruction and leaves Fort Carson a superior 
trainee - graduate. 


The trainee is also called upon to do his part to the very best of 
his ability. If the trainee applies himself diligently and learns well 
the lessons taught he will look back on his Fort Carson service 
as a most rewarding period. He will leave Fort Carson with the 
conviction that he has been a worthy member of the finest group 
of soldiers in the world - - a member of the 9th Infantry Division, 
“An Old Reliable.”

UNITED STATES MILTARY Reservation’ 


One month after Pearl Harbor, ground was broken on the site that 
was to become known as Camp Carson. The reservation, 16 miles long, 
north and south, and varying in width from two to seven miles cast and 
west, consisted of rolling Colorado prairic hugging the Rocky Mountains. 
Dotted about the approximate 60,000 acres were grazing cattle and prairic 
dogs. ‘The ground was originally purchased by the city of Colorado Springs 
and sold to the government for $1. In honor of the region’s almost legend- 
ary hero, the camp was named after Brig. Gen. Christopher Carson, better 
known as Kit Carson. 

In May, 1942, Col. Wilfird M. Blunt accepted a group of headquar- 
ters and service buildings in the still-unfinished post and Camp Carson 
was officially on the map as an Army installation. 'wo days later, Ma). 
Gen. W. H. Gill arrived with a group of officers who sct up the organization and, on July 15, 
1942, activated the 89th Division. 


Originally chosen by the Army because of its ideal training location — due to the topog- 
raphy and weather — Camp Carson was to serve as training headquarters for two more di- 
visions, the 71st and the 104th, in addition to numerous smaller units. These included mule 
packers, engineers, WAC’s, tank battalions, decontamination units, airborne engineers, and 
mountain troops. All told, 104,165 men trained at Carson in the World War II period. 


While the troops were busy fighting the war, the Carson Hospital Center, which was at 
one time the largest in the country with over 9,000 patients, was busy helping wounded men 
to regain their health. During the Battle of the Bulge, hundreds of wounded were flown di- 
rectly from Europe. With a 1,000 bed capacity and 11 square miles of floor space, the hospital 
has treated nearly 60,000 patients since 1942. 


Late in the war, trainces dwindled and, were replaced by German prisoners, 10,000 of 
whom were guarded at Carson. 


After the war, the post became the summer home for mountain troops who wintered 
near the ski slopes at Camp Hale, a sub-unit of Camp Carson located 150 miles away, near 
Leadville, high in the Rockies. The 3Yth and then the 14th Regimental Combat Teams took 
over during that period. At the same time, the 4th Field Artillery Battalion (Pack) continued 
its training with mules. The invasion of Korea saw hundreds of soldiers leave for the Far East, 
while thousands more poured in for basic training. The 14th was changed to a training unit 
and the 196th Regimental Combat Team was brought in for training before moving to 
Alaska. The 313th Engineer Construction Group soon arrived, and the 40th Field Artillery 
Group was formed early in 1951. 


During the Korean War period, Camp Carson was commanded by Brig Gen. Walter 
W. Hess, Jr., and then, after his retirement, by Brig. Gen. George V. Keyser. After the retire- 
ment of Gen. Hess and prior to the arrival of Gen. Keyser, the post was commanded by Col. 
Edward L. Strohbehn. By this time the capital value of the post had risen to $933,000 dollars. 


In July, 1951, a Separation Center was established on the post. Since then more than 
17,000 enlisted reservists, national guardsmen and draftees have been separated from the 
service, and an additional 3,000 men, rotated from the combat zone, have been reassigned 
through the center. 


The Korean War also fostered the establishment of a Blood Donor Center at the U. S. 
Army Hospital in September, 1951. Voluntary donations from troops stationed on the post 
and by civilians through the Colorado Springs chapter of the American Red Cross accounted 
for more than 11,500 pints of blood for use in Korea. 


The summer of 1951 also marked the departure of the 196th Regimental Combat Team, 
a South Dakota National Guard unit, for Alaska where it participated in Operation “Totem 
Pole.” In addition, the 14th Infantry Regiment, less personnel and equipment, was trans- 
ferred to the Far East Command, and former members of the 14th were assigned to the newly 
activated 11th Armored Cavalry Regiment. 


During that year, Camp Carson played a major role in the rehabilitation of Ft. Riley, 
Kansas, which suffered an estimated $7,000,000 in flood damage. Also in August, 1951, “The 


Heritage 


Korean Story” was filmed at Camp Carson. In the spring of 1951 a five year revegetation pro- 
gram was undertaken for the rehabilitation and the reestablishment of 5,000 acres of ground 
used by the military installation. 


Since the Korean War started, 37,222 men have trained at Camp Carson. Almost 
30,000 men have been processed through the Separation Center. During 1952 and 1953, 
major units stationed at Camp Carson included the 5022 ASU Special Troops, 40th Field 
Artillery Group, 11th Armored Cavalry Regiment, 313th Engineer Coneninlon Group, U.S. 
Army Hospital, Mountain and Cold Weather Training Command, and the Army Dog Train- 
ing Center. 


In the winter and spring of 1954, Camp Hale, Carson’s sub-unit, was the scene of the 
Army’s annual winter exercise. Entitled “Operation Ski Jump,” the exercise included use of 
the 511th Airborne Regiment from Ft. Campbell, Ky. Valuable information on winter war- 
fare and the testing of equipment was gained from the exercise. 


Early in 1954, the 11th Armored Cavalry Regiment was ordered inoved to It. Knox, 
Ky., along with the 547th Field Artillery Battalion. At the same time, the 537th Field Artil- 
lery Battalion was ordered to Ft. Sill, Okla. 


With the closing of Camp Atterbury, Indiana, due to an economy move, the 31st Infan- 
try “Dixie™ Division was transferred by rail, truck and private auto, to Camp Carson. Ma). 
Gen. Harry J. Collins, commander of the “Dixie” Division, was made commander of Camp 
Carson replacing Brig. Gen. Keyser, who retired. 


Redesignation ceremonies in June, 1954 converted the 31st Division to the Eighth In- 
fantry Division. Colors of the 8th were moved to Carson and the 3lst was returned to Nation- 
al Guard status. 


Camp Carson officially became a Fort and a permanent installation in August, 1954 with 
redesignation retroactive to July 1. 


Gen. Collins who retired in August was succeeded by Maj. Gen. Thomas L. Harrold who 
left Carson in September to command the III Corps at Fort Hood, Texas. Brig. Gen. Thomas 
L. Sherburne assumed command of the mile-high post until a month later when Maj. Gen. 
John G. Van Houten came from Germany to become its commanding general.

On July 18, 1918, the Falcons of the 39th Infantry saw action 
on the battlefields of France as they joined in the Aisne-Marne 
offensive which proved to be the turning point of World War I 
and eventually cleared the way for an Allied victory, 


Fighting Falcons slashed through the Cresnes Woods, assaulted 
over the Vesle River, cracked into St, Mihiel, and crashed through 
the Meuse-Argonne, History was in the making, as was the con- 
clusion of the first Great War, 


The regiment returned to the US in 1919 and was deactivated 
in 1921, But by the late summer of 1939 the continent of Europe 
Was neither peaceful or quiet, For here once again a German mili- 
tary autocracy was on the march. 


And then came the “day of infamy” at Pearl Harbor, putting 
the US at war with an enemy whose legions virtually encircled 
the globe, 


The 39th was given a special mission: That of securing the 
northern coast of Africa, thereby safeguarding the Mediterranean 
link in the Allied life-line to the Middle and Far East, The 39th 


was part of the force charged with the accomplishment of this 
mission, 


On November 8, 1942, the men of the 39th hit the beaches near 
Algiers, secured the Maison-Blanche Airport, and moved into the 
city, Their next orders were to guard the Allies’ life-line connect- 
ing Algiers and Tunisia, But the 39th wasn’t a waiting outfit, for 
it was soon on the move again, With hammerlike blows the Fal- 
cons soon had in their grips El Guettar, Djebel Lettouchi, the 
Sedjeane Valley, Jefna, Ferryville, and the Lake of Bizerte, 


On to Sicily in July 1943, the Falcons ramrodded into Castel- 
vetrano and Cerami. Cited for its action at Cerami, the 39th went 


on to add new laurels at Troina and Pandazzo, Sicily soon was in 
the hands of the Allies,

Back to England for the big show—Normandy, On D-Day plus 
four, the Falcons were in the thick of it, On June 12, 1944, the 


39th launched a powerful attack that swept through village after 
village until the key German position of Quinneville fell to the 
mighty power of the Falcons, The 39th had slashed through 
dogged defenses over a distance of 12 miles in two days in its 
race to the sea, 


The Cherbourg Peninsula was sealed off, Cherbourg itself fell, 
and the 39th liberated the first large city in France, The battle 
for the Cotentin Peninsula, the battle of the Hedgerows, the St. 
Lo breakthrough, Falaise Gap, the Marne River, Chateau Thierry 
and the famed Belleau Woods were pages in the history of the 
Fighting Falcons in France, 


The 39th moved northward to seal the Mons pocket, and east- 
ward into Belgium, The assault over the Meuse, the Dinant Cita- 


del, Villiers le Temple, Terwagne, and Louveigne added new 
laurels to the Falcons, 


The long and costly drive through the Huertgen Forest was 
next on the list for the 39th, The remarkable holding power of 
the Falcons will always be. remembered in the tales of the Von 
Rundstedt offensive, By New Year's Day 1945, the Falcons were 
again on the move and spearheading the race to the Rhine, 


Next the ledger of the 39th Infantry was the glories of the 
Remagen bridgehead, the action that, in the words of German 
General Jodl, hurt the enemy more than any other single action of 
the war, Plunging into the Harz Mountains and the Ruhr Pocket 
the Falcons advanced, VE-Day saw the 39th continuing forward 
living the immortal words of its great leader, Col Paddy Flint: 
“Anything, Anytime, Anywhere, Bar Nothing”,

Present-day members of the 60th Infantry still point with pride 
to the brillant combat record compiled by their regiment over 38 
years ago in World War I, When the hard-hitting Go-Devils suc- 
cessfully crossed the Meuse River in what had been termed by 
military experts as “impossible,” General Pershing heaped further 
honors on the 60th by referring to the action as “One of the most 


brilliant feats in the history of the American Army in France.” 


Reactivated at Ft, Bragg, N, C,, on Aug, 1, 1940, the unit re- 
ceived its World War II baptism of fire on the beaches at French 
Morocco, The regiment went on to capture its objective—the 
Djebel Goussa hill mass dominating the main German railroad 
supply line near Station de Sened, Africa, From this strategic posi- 
tion the Go-Devils continued on the flanks of the 47th RCT on 
its drive to Bizerte, crushing Rommel’s war machine, the Afrika 
Korps, 


The Go-Devils next landed in Sicily as part of a combat team 
supporting the Ist Division. Handed an assignment to capture the 
key town of Troma, the 60th crossed almost impassable terrain in 
complete secrecy to gain its objective, 


Pursuing the Germans, the 60th captured Monte Camolato and 
finally Floresta and Basico, On August 14, 1943, the Go-Devils, 
advancing near Monte Pamanazzo, were ordered to hold their posi- 


tion, Shortly thereafter the Sicilian campaign was over, 


Six days after the Allied invasion of France, the 60th got into 
its first action on European soil during World War II, Together 


With the 39th Infantry, the troops were given the order to march

It was here the 60th Infantry, in particular the 2d Battalion, 
achieved epic results. Driving hard against its objective, the 2d 


Battalion completely outdistanced the rest of the Division, 


For a time it was believed that they were lost, Actually, 
they had overrun the German defenses in the face of murderous 
fire and cut the main highway to the northwest, Instead of with- 
drawing, they set up a bridgehead on the Douve River and held 


their position for seven hours until the rest of the Division caught up. 


On March 7, 1945, the Ludendorff Bridge at Remagen was cap- 
tured and the 9th Division began the job of crossing the mighty 
Rhine, The Germans commanding the heights overlooking the 


bridge poured tons of artillery shells down on the Americans, 


It took the regiment more than 24 hours to cross, But the 
bridgehead was established—through blood and guts and determina- 
tion of the 60th—and now all that remained was the race across 


Germany, 


On April 26, at 1830 hours, a patrol of the 60th contacted 
elements of the Russian Army—the East and West fronts were 
joined, It marked the end of the Third Reich and the end of 
battle for the fighting Go-Devils,

34th Field Artillery Battalion 
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Just two years after their redesignation and activation in 1940 
the 34th Field Artillery Battalion was rolling across Tunisia in 
putsuit of the German Army, Their destination was Kasserine Pass, 
where they were to engage in one of the greatest artillery battles 


in history. 


The 9th Divarty was preparing to hold desert maneuvers nearly 
800 miles away from the main objective in Rommel’s rush across 
Atrica—Tebessa, It seemed impossible for the artillery to reach 
it in time to stop the Nazi war machine, But the column started 


rolling with the 34th FA leading the way, 


Through snow, rain, and over treacherous mountain roads the 
column made its way, sleeping only occasionally and eating on 


the run, 


The Nazis struck with everything they had—tanks, infantry, 
airplanes; but nothing could silence the guns of the 34th, Losses 
were tremendous, but Marshal Rommel was stopped, It marked 
the first time in the history of modern warfare that artillery had 
stopped combined assault of tanks, motorized infantry, dive-bomb- 


ers—and also dueled with enemy artillery, 


At Trapini, Sicily, the veteran 155m cannoneers of the 34th 


teamed with the 82d Airborne Division, and helped win the island. 


Up through France and Belgium the 34th continued poking 
holes in the German defenses, Over the Rhine and into the “bread- 


basket” of Germany the 34th FA kept up its devastating onslaught.

26th Field Artillery Battalion 


History 


One of the bloodiest battles of the North African cam- 
paign—fighting and dying for Hill 369—found cannoneers 
of the 26th Field Artillery Battalion active participants. 
This action came shortly after the 26th had first entered 
combat. 

Inexperienced artillerymen watched as German tanks 
bore down on them in an attempt to silence the 26th’s 
guns. Several guns were knocked out, but the battalion 
held fast and, in a bloody battle, forced the enemy back 
and helped capture Hill 369. 

Jefna became a stumbling block in the Tunisian cam- 
paign and to take it, the 9th Division had to first capture 
the Sedjenane Valley. It was a slow uphill battle, but 
the 26th finally captured Hill 382 and leveled every Ger- 
man position in the valley. By May 9, 1943, the Allies 
were victorious, 

In Sicily, the 26th’s mission was to support the fast- 
moving 39th Infantry. Outside Cerami, the combat team 
ran into stuubborn enemy resistance and rugged ter- 
rain, but still managed to capture the city and its sur- 


rounding hills. 

At Perriers En Beaufice, France, the 39th was cut into 
two segments with the Infantry battalions to the north 
and the 26th FA to the south virtually alone and facing 
overwhelming odds. The Germans thought they had an 
easy victory in their hands, but the 26th performed 
magnificently in holding its position. 

In Belgium the 26th was warned that an assault across 
the Meuse River was impossible—it hadn’t been done 
since the days of Napoleon. But on September 4 the as- 
sault began, signalling the 26th to take up the challenge 
of the German artillery. The determination of the Ameri- 
cans began to tell and slowly the Germans withdrew. 

The 26th was again in the midst of the fighting at the 
Siegfried Line. Losses were heavy, but the 26th raced 
deep into Germany. In December, the Von Rundstedt 
counter-offensive was shattered by the marksmanship of 
the 26th Field Artillery and other Divarty units.
